AN ORDINANCE AMENDING SECTION 52.05 OF THE CODE OF ORDINANCES OF THE CITY OF FALMOUTH RELATING TO 
GARBAGE AND TRASH COLLECTION CHARGES: TO INCREASE THE RESIDENTIAL SERVICE CHARGE FROM $ 12.00 TO $ 13.00 
PER MONTH, TO INCREASE THE MONTHLY BUSINESS SERVICE CHARGE FROM $18.00 TO $20.00 MULTIPLIED BY THE NUM¬ 
BER OF PICK UPS PER WEEK, TO INCREASE THE MONTHLY BUSINESS DUMPSTER SERVICE CHARGE FROM $18.00 TO $30.00 
MULTIPLIED BY THE NUMBER OF PICK UPS PER WEEK FOR THREE (3) YARD DUMPSTERS, TO INCREASE THE MONTHLY 
BUSINESS DUMPSTER SERVICE CHARGE FROM $18.00 TO $40.00 MULTIPLIED BY THE NUMBER OF PICK UPS PER WEEK FOR 
FOUR (4) YARD DUMPSTERS, AND TO ESTABLISH A TEMPORARY DUMPSTER FOR BUILDING MATERIALS RATE OF $42.00 FOR 
RENTAL FOR A SEVEN (7) DAY RENTAL, PLUS $1.00 FOR EACH ADDITIONAL DAY OF RENTAL, AND $12.00 FOR EACH ADDI¬ 
TIONAL PICK-UP, TO COMMENCE ON JULY 1, 2011. 


Be it Ordained by the City of Falmouth: 


Section 1. That Section 52.05 of the Code of Ordinances relating to collection charges for trash and garbage pick-up be and hereby is amended 
to read as follows: 

Section 52.05 COLLECTION CHARGES 

A charge for the service herein provided for each dwelling and each place of business shall be as follows: 

(A) Residential: $12.00 $13.00 per month, with one pick-up per week. 

(B) Businesses: The monthly charge for businesses that do not have a dumpster is as follows: $16.00 multiplied by the number of pick-ups per 
week (e.g. three pick-ups per week would result in a monthly charge of $48.00).

(C) In the event that the garbage contractor and carrier (i.e., Rumpke, Inc.) increases the charge for collection to the City, then in such event the 
City reserves the right to increase residential charges by the percentage of increase levied by the garbage carrier and increase the business charge 
by the same percentage, without modification of this chapter. 

(C) Ten percent of the monthly garbage fees shall be retained and accumulated for depreciation of garbage equipment. 

(D) Those businesses who own their dumpsters will be charged only $18.00 multiplied by the number of pick-ups per week. Current policy is 
to rent dumpsters at $21.00 per month and the charge to businesses for collection will be the $21.00 rental plus $18.00 multiplied by the number 
of pick-ups per week. 

(D) The monthly charge for businesses with dumpster service will be as follows:

(E) The monthly rental fee for garbage toters is $3.00 with a $30.00 deposit for renters. Property owners are not required to pay a toter deposit. 

(F) The rate for the temporary rental of a dumpster to dispose of building materials is $42.00 for seven (7) days of rental, which includes one (1) 
pick up. After seven (7) days, the rental cost is $1.00 for each additional day the dumpster is set. The cost for each additional pick-up during 
the rental is $12.00. 

(G) Property owners with rental properties that remove garbage left by abandoned tenants will be charged a fee of $18.00 to pick up debris and 
furniture. 


Section 2. The increase in service charges will be effective on July 1, 2011. 

Section 3. This ordinance shall take effect upon its passage, approval, and publication as required by law.

THE FISCAL COURT OF PENDLETON COUNTY 
COMMONWEALTH OF KENTUCKY 

ORDINANCE NO._ 

AN ORDINANCE RELATED TO REAPPORTIONING THE MAGISTERIAL DISTRICTS WITHIN PENDLETON COUNTY, KENTUCKY 


WHEREAS, the Fiscal Court of the County of Pendleton is charged by law, specifically, KRS 67.045, with initiating and thereafter com¬ 
pleting reapportionment of its magisterial districts following the completion of the decennial census of the United States; and 

WHEREAS, the Fiscal Court of Pendleton County has taken the necessary steps to place into motion and receive an initial report from its 
reappointment committee; and 

WHEREAS, the Fiscal Court of Pendleton County, Kentucky, has examined the report of its reapportionment committee and is in full agree¬ 
ment that it should be implemented in the same manner and form as submitted; to wit: the report setting our four (4) magisterial districts. 

NOW THEREFORE: 

BE IT ORDAINED by the Fiscal Court of County of Pendleton, Commonwealth of Kentucky that the magisterial districts within the County 
of Pendleton be named, established, mapped (attached to ordinance) and described as follows: 

MAGISTERIAL DISTRICT #1 (Blue) 

Starting at the corner of the Grant Pendleton and Kenton line with Rogers Road, go east to bend of Main Licking River to the corner of Campbell 
and Pendleton County line south-southeast to ? mile west of HWY #177, thence south to Railroad, then west to HWY #27 S to HWY #1657 
(Lightfoot Fork), west on HWY #1657 following Grassy Creek to the Grant and Pendleton County line as outlined in section blue on the attached 
map. 


MAGISTERIAL DISTRICT #2 (Pink) 

Starting at the Campbell, Pendleton and line at the comer of the two counties, go northeast to the Ohio River, then south along the bank of the 
Ohio River to the CSX Railroad then south to the Lenoxburg Road, west on the Lenoxburg Road to HWY #159, west on HWY #159 to HWY 
#22 west on HWY #22 to the Blue Bridge on the Main Licking River, then north following the bank of the Licking River to the Pendleton and 
Campbell County line, as outlined in section pink on the attached map. 

MAGISTERIAL DISTRICT #3 (Purple) 

Starting at the Grant Pendleton County line, following Grassy Creek northeast to HWY #1657, on HWY 1657 go southeast to HWY #27. On 
Hwy # 27 north, to Workman Road (old road no longer a county road), to east on Workman road to the bank of the Licking river, south along the 
bank of the river to HWY #22 East, to west on Hwy #22 East to Second Street in Falmouth. On Second Street go south to Fourth Street, go west 
on Fourth Street to Park Street to Railroad crossing on Woodson Road, following the Railroad south to the South Licking River, following the 
bank of the river west to Crooked Creek then following the creek west to the Grant, Pendleton and Harrison County line, go north to Grassy Creek 
on the Grant Pendleton County line, as outlined in section Purple on the attached map. 

MAGISTERIAL DISTRICT #4 (Green) 

Starting at the Bracken Pendleton County line at the Lenoxburg Road south to the Main Licking River, thence west along the Harrison Pendleton 
line to the South Fork Licking River, following the river bank north to HWY #27 to Sea Board railroad tracks north to Fourth Street, going east 
on Fourth and Main Streets, thence north on Main Street to Second Street to the intersection of Second and Main Street, crossing the Blue Bridge 
on HWY #22 East to HWY #159, on HWY #159 north to the Lenoxburg Road, east following the Lenoxburg Road to the Pendleton Bracken 
County line, as outlined in section Green on the attached map. 

This Ordinance shall be in full force and effect from and after its passage, publication and recording, according to law.
